Hubert, to whom was ‘bequeathed 
$1,000,000, is the complainant, The 
will provides that any heirs-at-law 
of next of kin who contest the doc- 
ument shall have their legacies re- 
voked and the amount shall be 
added to the part left for distribu- 
tion to charity. 

Last Monday the committee 
Headed by Coolidge announced the 
names of 34 institutions, colleges 
and organizations which it had se- 
lected to share in the $6,000,000 
residuary estate, after one-fourth 
of the total property had been di- 
‘vided among Hubert's two brothers 
and sister. 

Hubert was born in Minsk, Rua- 
sia, of Jewish parents named Horo- 
witz. He adopted the name Hu- 
bert after coming to thig country. 
He was a manufacturer of flash- 
lights.

TWO PARROTS DISEASE 
DEATHS OCCUR UL 


Victims Are Women in Toledo 
and Baltimore—Eleven 
Other Cases Reported.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.— With 
two dead from parrot fever and 11 
cases of that mysterious malady 
reported from distant sections of 
the country, Government hea 


authorities are taking steps to pre: 
vent the spread of the disease. 

The deaths occurréd in Toledo, 
O., where Mrs. Percy Q. Williams 
died, and in Baltimore, Md., where 
the victim was Mra, Louise Schaef- 
fer. Four additional cases were 
reported from Ohio and seven 
from Maryland, with unconfirmed 
reports of three more cases in the 
latter State and one in California. 

Surgeon-General Hugh 8. Cum- 
ming has been advised that three 
cases in Annapolis resulted from 
contact with a recently imported 
parrot that had been purchased 
from a New York pet store and has 
informed Dr. Shirley Wynn. the 
City Health Commissioner. Fumi- 
gation of the store is expected to 
be ordered. 

Maryland health authorities 
have been asked to investigate and 


report to the Federal bureau, and 


yesterday one of its agents, Dr, 
Charles Armstrong, called on the 
Annapolis patients and «said there. 
was no doubt that they were suf- 
fering from parrot fever, known to 
physicians as psittacosis.

Maction, Stanley Clarke, president of 
the Public Service Co., announced 
the suggestion for the trackless 
rolley, which he thought would 
prove satisfactory. 
Might Be Extended 


He did not specify whether the 
tracks might be removed only for 
the mile between Morin avenue and 
the northern terminus- of the 
Proadway line, which is two blocks 
north of Hall’s Ferry road, or 
whether the innovation might 
start south of Morin avenue. The 
terminus of the Taylor line and a 
car shed are at Taylor avenue, one 
block south of Morin. Another 
company Official suggested that a 
trackless trolley line might be ex- 
tended some distance north of 
Hall's Ferry road, in a rapidly 
growing residential district. 

The trackless trolle is a form 
of bus, capable of flexible move- 
ment in traffic and picking up 
passengers at the curb, which de- 
rives central station electric power 
from an overhead -wire. Clarke 
said he still believed the usual 
street car was the best vehicle for 
other parts of the city, where tra- 
vel is heavy. He disclosed that 
the company is preparing to insti- 
stitute a trackless trolley service 
in place of the Vandeventer ave- 
nue bus line, between Choutéau 

and Natural Bridge avenues. 


Old Arguments Repeated.

Nations said Prather suggested 
that it should be arranged for 
Griesedieck to see him, and Na- 
tions made this arrangement 
through L. J. Gualdoni, a prohibi- 
tion agent, as Gualdoni has testi- 
fied. 

Nations said that Prather did 
not wish to have his name men- 
tioned to anyone in the matter, and 
that for this reason he did not tell 
Gus Nations that. Prather was 
helping him. Prather reported to 
him from time to time, Nations 
said, and once said he had been 
invited into the brewery and had 
had'a drink of beer. This, how- 
ever, appeared to be from a stock 
kept for employes, and not a pal- 
pable violation of law. 

“T never suspected that Prather 
was taking money,” Nations said in 
answer to a question. “I thought 
he was a friend whom I could 
trust.“ 

Got Report of Beer in Bar. 

In January, 1924. he said. Pra- 
ther reported to him that Griese - 
dieck beer was being sold at Buck 
Keenan’s bar, Seventh and Market 
streets, and at Joe Parisi's. Grand 
boulevard and Hebert street. He 
told Gus of this, and raids followed. 
Prather has said these raids were 
suggested to him by Raymond 
Griesedieck, who said the two 
places were not buying beer from 


of the protection afforded to him. 

The defendant then told of get- 
ting information through his uncle, 
M. H. McFarland, who testified to 
the samé matter yesterday. Mc- 
Farland, who worked under Na- 
tions in the St. Louis office of the 
State Labor Bureau, was asked by 
Nations, the latter said, to get in- 
formation as to a future time when 
Keenan's would have beer, and did 
this in a letter to Nations at Jef- 
ferson City. Nations said he made 
the information known in a letter 
to Gus Nations, then at Kansas 
City. 

This letter figured in Gus Na- 
tions’ testimony as the cause of the 
raid on the brewery, Feb. 21, 1924. 

After the raid, Heber Nations 
said, he read in the Post-Dispatch 
of a report that State officials had 
been protecting Griesedieck’s. He 
said he judged that no other offi- 
cial but Prather could be referred 
to, and he sent for Prather, who 
arrived at midnight at Nations’ 
home in Jefferson City. 

„I wanted to make sure 
Prather’s skirts were clean,“ 
said. 

The adjournment came at this 
point. 

Asked About Torn Letter. 

In cross-examination, conducted 
by District Attorney Breuer, Gus 
Nations was asked about the let- 
ter, shown in fragmentary form 
and pasted to another sheet, which 
purported to be front Heber Na- 
tions, and to furnish the informa- 
tion on which Gus ‘Nations re- 
turned from Kansas City the night 
of Feb. 20, 1924, and raided the 
Griésedieck brewery the morning 
of the twenty-first. 

The Government has sought to 
show, in the previous trials, that 
Gus Nations heard in Kansas City. 
Feb, 20, that special agents of the 
wae geo unit were investigat- 
ng. the St. Louis beer situation 
and were about to raid Griese 
dieck’s, and that he then returned 
and “beat them to it.” Nations 
denies that he knew about the in- 
telligence men, and contends that 
his return was caused by the let- 
ter from his brother, Heber, re- 
ceived by Gus while in Kansas 
City. 

The torn letter, as pieced out 
from the witness’ recollection, was: 

The information I wanted to 
bring you ought not to wait until 
Friday, but I could not give it 
to you over the ‘phone tonight.

Telling of 
the Griesedieck raid, Nations said 
he could not say which of his men 
was first to enter the place, as his 
main concern was to see that no 
one got out, and that about 40 ar- 
rests were made. The raid, he 
said, was,“‘the fulfillment of a long 
desire.“ 

Breuer went into Nations’ offi. 
cial attitude, in opposing issuance 
of a cereal beverage permit to 
Griesedieck Bros. Brewing Co. in 
1922, and got the witness to say 
he was “not pleased” when depart- 
ment officials at Washington is- 
sued the permit over his adverse 
report. Nations said his opposition 
was because the brewery had been 
caught violating the law once, 
causing the revocation of its for- 
mer permit, and he felt its officers 
could not be trusted. 

Breuer then dwelt on the length 
of time, more than a year, that 
Gus Nations endeavored unsuccess- 
fully to “eatch” the brewery in a 
violation, He sought ‘to suggest 
that the catching could have been 
done by other methods than the 
“inside information’? which Nations 
said was necessary. Why not, he 
asked, simply watch the brewery 
and follow any truck that went 
out? Nations replied that the 
truck might be hauling a legiti- 
mate cargo of beverage. 


Instructions to His Men. 


Nations repeated he had given 
all possible time and effort to the 
task, and said he had instructed 
the men under his direction to do 
all they could to get facts. He 
was asked who assisted him, and 
he said no one outside the service. 

Breuer asked if W. C. Goshorn, 
a prohibition agent, since deceased, 
did not call Nations’ attention to 
the open and notorions operation 
of Griesedieck’s. “No,” said Na- 
tions, “I discussed it with Goshorn. 
I had to leave Goshorn in charge 
of the office sometimes, and I told 
him not to overlook any chance to 
trace beer to its source. 

“I saw beer in saloons myself, 
with Griesedieck’s label on it,” the 
witness said, “and I got anonymous 
letters, but I got no information. to 
make a raid possible.” 

Nations was asked about a state- 
ment, made April 4, 1924, to John 
C. Dyott, now special prosecutor in 
the case, Harry Dingler and David 
Nolan of the intelligence unit, that 
a man had told him the Griese- 
dieck brewery was operating with 
protection. At that time Nations 
refused to tell who the informant 
was. Today, in reply to Breuer’s 
question, he said the man was 
Goshorn. His statement, Nations 
said, had not been information on 
which he could act legally. 

Breuer asked why the name of a 
man in the enforcement service 
should have been kept from men, 
also in the enforcement work. He 
said it was necessary that he 
should . regularly conceal the 
sources of suggestions, in order 
that the others might have no 
hesitancy. in giving him such sug- 
gestions. He spoke of Nolan and 
Dingler as being in “the so-called 
intelligence unit.“ and said he 
feared that anything he told them 
would be given to the newspapers. 

Breuer inquired into details of 
Gus Nations’ official reports and 
expense accounts. He brought out 
that, while Nations was in St. 
Liuls on most of the dates pre- 
viously named ‘as the d when 
the Gri éck brewery/’“ran out” 
beer, yet he was not in the vicinity 
of the brewery on those days, with 
one exception. On that day, the 
witness said, he passed the brewery 
and looked it over, but saw no sign
